We  will  hear 
them  in  many  tongues.

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NEW  ORLEANS— The  Baptist  World 
Alliance  needs  $125,000  right  now  to 
carry  on  its  relief  work  in  Germany 
among  the  old  people,  the  indigent, 
and  the  children.  Dr.  R.  Paul  Caudill, 
chairman  of  the  BWA  Relief  Commit¬ 
tee.  has  informed  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Relief  Center  in  a  long  distance 
telephone  conversation. 

"My  recent  statement  concerning 
Improved  conditions  in  Germany  has 
been  Interpreted  in  some  quarters  to 
mean  that  all  relief  activities  are  at 
an  end  In  that  country,"  Dr.  Caudill 
advised  Charles  R.  Gage,  promotion 
director  for  SBC  relief.  ‘‘Conditions 
in  the  western  rone  of  Germany  are 
definitely  Improved,  but  there  is  still 
a  great  need  for  relief  In  the  Eastern 
Russian  rone.  The  door  Is  open  and 
we  are  shipping  everything  we  can 
Into  the  Russian  rone.  Our  plan  to 
forward  materials  from  Bremen  and 
other  points  in  Germany  to  the  Rus¬ 
sian  zone  has  been  approved  by  th* 
German  Baptists  themselves,"  Dr. 
Caudill  .stated. 

‘‘Our  big  Job  in  the  western  rone 
now  Is  the  operation  of  feeding  sta¬ 
tions  for  students,  old  people,  and 
others  who  cannot  help  themselves. 
We  have  Just  spent  $15,000  for  fata

As  the  Executive  Secretary  held  np 
before  the  Board  a  four  page  single 
spare  "smear  sheet"  mailed  out  by  a 
so-called  layman,  a  pastor  member  from 
South  Mississippi— deeply  spiritual — got 
up  and  said  feelingly,  “yes,  and  some 
of  them  went  to  some  of  my  members 
and  1  resent  It."  Amen!  Others  regard 
it  as  underworld  tactics  of  would  be 
denominational  dictators  who  disregard 
lawful  methods. 

Another  cultured,  spiritual  pastor 
member — a  Christian  gentleman,  every 
ounce  of  him — from  North  Mississippi 
asked  if  the  Special  Committee  talked 
pertinent  matters  over  with  the  Exeen- 
tlve  Secretary  as  they  talked  with  a 
few  troublemakers.

Do  not  allow  a  rainy  day  or  a 
stiuili  congregation  lo  keep  you 
from  giving  the  message  you  hasT 
prepared.  Tlie  size  of  the  audience 
may  be  disappointing  to  tlu- 
preacher,  hut  the  preacher,  shouUl 
not  be  a  disiqqiointment  to  the 
audience.  To  substitute  suiiietliing 
else  for  the  pretHtred  discourse  l>e- 
catise  few  peiqdc  are  present  is  un¬ 
worthy  of  a  minister  of  .lesus 
Christ.  Tlie  iircuchcr  w1k>  substi¬ 
tutes  when  a  few  are  present  on 
unfavorable  days,  will  soon  dis¬ 
cover  tliat  the  few  will  learn  lo 
stay  at  home  on  goial  days  with¬ 
out  sriiding  substitutes.  'Fhc  min¬ 
ister  who  does  not  always  do  his 
liest  will  not  deserve  the  bt'si.  If 
we  undervalue  the  few,  we  siiall 
not  reacli  the ,  many.  Of  course, 
you  will  not  preach  too  long  and 
will  always  stop  wlien  you  are 
through.  I'stinlly  a  preacher  can 
finish  his  subject  in  thirty  min¬ 
utes — anullM-r  thirty  minulis  Uuk- 
ed  on  to  this  will  finish  his  aiuli 
enco,  and  if  he  continues  thi'si 
performances,  he  will  soon  finisli 
himself.  A  iirtaclter,  like  a  rail¬ 
road,  should  have  good  terminal 
facilities.  Atwn3r8  nae  your  natural 
voice  avoiding  the  “holy  lone.** 


Wlien  a  person  at  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  wishes  to 
speak  on  the  fltior,  he  shouki  tell 
his  name  and  where  he  is  from. 
Often  in  the  convention  st*ssions, 
someone  would  addw'ss  the  UmIv, 
and  people  in  every  section  would 
be  whispering,  “Who  is  he?” 
“W’hat  is  his  name?” 

If  a  man  asking  to  speak  fails  lo 
give  his  name,  the  presiding  of¬ 
ficer  should  ask  his  name,  and 
where  he  h  from.  This  may  seem 
unimportant  at  first  glance.  But 
if  the  messengers  attending  know 
a  man’s  name  and  where  he  lives, 
what  he  has  lo  say  becomes  more 
meaningful.

It  has  been  emphasized  repeatedly 
that  strong  drink  Is  responsible  for 
a  great  majority  of  all  crimes.  An 
article  In  one  of  our  dally  papers  a 
few  days  ago  pdnted  out  that  during 
the  last  three  years  in  Jackson,  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  approximately  12,000  arrests 
were  made  for  dninkenness.

OOMMKNT8  BBSPBCTING  FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

The  financial  condltton  at  October  31.  1948  is  presented  In  detail  hi 
exhibit  A.  Due  to  the  fact  that  but  for  one  exception,  the  statement  of  flnan- 
slal  condition  is  exactly  the  same  as  that  presented  In  our  report  dated  Novem¬ 
ber  13,  1948,  DO  eomments  are  made  other  than  those  rriative  to  this  exception. 
During  the  year  ended  October  31,  1948,  certain  monies  were  expended  from 
the  330,000.00  appropriation  for.  the  alteration  of  and  famishing  of  the  Baptist 
Building.  A  part  of  these  expenditures  was  capitalised  and  later  transferred 
to  the  plant  account.  However,  expenditures  aggregating  318,539.98  were  not 
capitalized  at  that  time,  but  have  been  given  effect  to  in  the  attached  state¬ 
ment  of  financial  eondltion.  The  $30,000.00  appropriation  was  authorized  by 
the  Executive  Oommltte^  on  May  14,  1946. 

COMMENTS  RESPECTING  RECEIPTS  AND  DISBURSEMENTS 

A  condensed  summary  of  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  period  under 
review  is  presented  in  schedule  A-1.  This  statement  reflects  total  receipts 
af  $9,178,828.58  and  totol  disbursements  of  $8,984,708.70,  a  difference  of  $193,917.86, 
which  when  added  to  the  balance  on  hand  at  February  1,  1939  of  $20,416A3, 
leaves  a  balance  of  $214JS4.19  at  October  31.  1948.  The  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments  are  presented  in  detoil  in  schedules  A-l-a  to  A-1-],  Inclusive. 

We  made  substantial  tests  of  both  cash  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
the  jwriod  under  review,  and  satisfied  ourselves  that  such  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  were  properly  accounted  for  in  the  general  records.  All  supporting 
evidence,  such  as  duplicate  receipts,  cash  letters,  cancelled  checks  and  Invoices 
requested  by  us,  was  furnished,  with  the  exception  of  evidence  supporting  ra- 
aorded  receipts  for  the  period  ended  October  31.

separate  Institutions,  each  serving 
the  entire  territory  of  the  country. 
The  Publlsnmg  House  has  its  own 
printing  plant.  In  which  it  does  its 
own  printing  and  that  of  the  Bible 
Press  of  Brazil.  Its  work  Is  to  fur¬ 
nish  the  more  than  100.000  Baptists 
of  Brazil,  the  good  number  of  Bap¬ 
tists  In  Portugal.  Portuguese  Africa 
and  New  Jersey  with  their  literature 
for  all  departments  of  church  work. 
*In  1948  It  printed  the  following: 
Books  (including  68.000 

Bibles)  . 189.041 

Pamphlets  _  73,000 

Tracts  . 394.250 

Quarterlies  . 1 .  471.700 

Various  denominational  pa¬ 
pers  ..  643.800

Jomal  Baptista.”  . 334,061 

The  $20,000  which  will  come 
through  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering  for 
these  two  Institutions  will  either  be 
used  for  securing  more  machinery  to 
print  Bibles  and  Christian  literature 
or  will  buy  more  paper  for  these  Bi¬ 
bles  and  books.  There  are  more  than 
forty  manuscripts  waiting  to  be  print¬ 
ed,  most  of  them  In  great  demand. 
Two  types  of  Bibles  are  already  out 
of  print,  but  reprinting  will  have  to 
wait  unto  capital  returns  from  sales. 
Binding  continues  as  rapidly  as  pos¬ 
sible;  we  cannot  sell  Bibles  until  they 
are  bound.  If  we  wait  much  longer  to 
start  printing  again,  we  will  be  with¬ 
out  Bibes  before  we  can  get  another 
“run"  through  the  presses.  We  are 
longing  for  the  time  when  we  can 
advertise  Bibles  and  be  able  to  fill 
the  orders  as  they  are  received.  Un¬ 
til  this  time  we  have  not  dared  ad¬ 
vertise.  as  we  do  not  have  sufficient 
stock  to  supply  the  demand.  Literal¬ 
ly  thousands  are  wanting  Bibles,  and 
we  hope  to  give  them  the  opportunity 
to  own  a  copy  of  the  Word  of  Life. 

Here  is  a  story  ot  a  fine  doctor. 
Alone  and  lonesmne  hi  an  Interior 
town,  one  night  he  picked  op  a  back¬ 
less.  tom  book.  It  fell  open  to  the 
Gospel  of  Matthew.  He  began  to  read. 
8o  deeply  interested  he  became  that 
each  evening  he  rushed  to  his  room 
to  read  more  of  the  book  that  satis¬ 
fied  his  hungry  soul.  He  wrote.  'Tell 
me  how  to  study  a  course  In  Baptist 
doctrines."  Then  he  phoned.  ‘Tm 
coming  to  see  you.”  During  an  entire 
morning  In  my  office  In  the  Baptist 
Publishing  House  we  taught  a  doctor 
the  fundsunentals  of  the  plan  of  sal¬ 
vation  and  Christian  doctrines  and 
behavior.  Today  he  Is  giving  his  time 
and  talent  to  healing  both  body  and 
soul. 

One  night,  after  preaching,  I  was 
talking  to  those  who  had  come  for¬ 
ward  manifesting  Interest  In  salva¬ 
tion.  I  asked  one  man  If  he  had  been 
to  ehurch  before.  He  replied  he  had 
never  been  In  a  Christian  ehurch. 
•Then  how  did  you  come  to  accept 
Christ  tonight?"  I  asked.  He  drew  a 
small  tract  from  his  pocket.  ‘Thls," 
he  said.  ‘Hed  me  to  Christ.”  It  was 
one  that  had  been  printed  hi  the 
Baptist  Publishing  House.  It  eonslst- 
sd  simply  of  verses  of  Scripture  with- 
ent  explanations.  "Where  did  you  get 
this?"  w*  asked.  He  replied.  T  found 
It  hi  the  street."  EvIdenUy  someone 


had  received  It  and  thrown  It  to  the 
winds,  but  It  bore  fruit  In  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  this  man.  We  had  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  baptizing  him  after  he  had 
learned  more  of  the  Bible. 

Among  more  than  48.000.000  people, 
many  of  whom  are  hungry  for  the 
Gospel,  you  can  see  the  greatness  of 
our  need  to  print  all  the  Christian 
literature  possible. 

The  money  given  to  these  two  In¬ 
stitutions  will  be  a  lasting  memorial 
to  the  women  of  the  Southland.  It 
will  return  to  reprint  literature  over 
and  over  again  through  the  years  to 
come.  The  people  are  not  asking  that 
we  give  them  books,  quarterlies  and 
Bibles;  but  they  are  asking  us  to  pre¬ 
pare  them  so  that  they  may  buy 
them.  If  this  $20,000  were  used  to 
print  Bibles,  It  would  produce  about 
20.000  of  the  cheaper  Und.  which  we 
sell  at  cost.  When  they  were  sold,  we 
would  still  have  the  $20,000  to  print 
mwe.  What  a  wonderful  memorial  It 
is  to  know  that  such  a  gift  would 
continue  to  be  of  value.  leading  souls 
to  Christ  long  after  the  givers  arc 
gone  from  the  earth. 

We  are  Indeed  grateful  to  all  who 
give  through  these  offerings.

THE  BRAZILIAN  BIBLE  PRESS, 
RIO  BRAZIL 
Rev.  W.  E.  Allen 

A  supply  of  Bibles  Is  naturally 
sasential  for  Mission  work,  and  you 
might  as  well  send  a  laborer  out  to 
chop  cotton  with  empty  hands  as 
to  expect  Baptist  Missionaries  to  do 
their  work  without  the  BOOK.  Even 
before  the  beginning  of  the  second 
World  War  the  Baptists  of  Brazil 
were  facing  a  rtiortage  of  the  most 
essential  weapon  of  their  spiritual 
warfare.  With  the  beginning  of  the 
war  the  situation  became  more  acute 
and  so  it  came  about  that  your  mis¬ 
sionaries  of*the  South  Brazil  Mission 
began  to  take  steps  looking  to  a  solu¬ 
tion  of  the  problem. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  stu¬ 
dy  the  possibility  and  present  plans 
for  the  printing  of  the  Bible  In  Por¬ 
tuguese  here  In  Brazil.  This  would 
circumvent  such  difficulties  as  loss 
by  sinking  of  ships  at  sea,  delays 
and  aggravations  due  to  customs  reg- 
alations,  shipping  costs  and  so  forth. 
In  the  annual  meeting  of  1942  the 
Committee  was  authorized  to  organ¬ 
ise  the  IMPRENSA  BIBMCA  BRASI- 
LEIRA  as  a  corporation  under  Bra¬ 
zilian  law.  The  Ml&sion  elected  from 
among  its  members  those  who  should 
form  the  corporation  and  authorized 
them  to  choose  four  or  five  Brazil¬ 
ians  to  go  Into  the  organization  with 
them.  This  was  done  and  the  body 
achieved  legal  status  on  the  28th  of 
March.  1944. 

In  the  meantime  the  Committee 
had  not  been  asleep.  It  had  already 
pnibllshed  an  edition  of  16.600  copies 
0t  the  New  Testament  In  the  simpli¬ 
fied  spelling  which  is  in  common  use 
hi  the  schools  of  Brazil.  In  1944  your 
Bible  Press  brought  out  the  first  Edi¬ 
tion  of  the  entire  Bible  to  be  printed 
hi  Braril.  numbering  22,000  volumes. 
Next  eame  an  edition  of  47,000  New 
Testaments  of  piocket  size  and  very 


much  In  demand.  In  short,  by  the 
end  of  1948  the  PRESS  had  produced 
a  total  of  230,400  Bibles  and  New 
Testaments. 

Another  accomplishment  of  which 
we  are  Justly  proud  is  the  publication 
In  September  (1949)  4>f  the  PRESS’S 
Revised  Version  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  in  modem  book  format,  with 
good  large  typie  and  paragraph  ra¬ 
ther  than  verse  division.  It  is  easy 
mi  tired  eyes  a  not  unlmpxirtant 
Item  In  this  land. 

The  revision  of  the  Old  Testament 
is  under  way  and  the  plan  is  to  print 
the  whole  Bible  in  this  version  as 
soon  as  it  Is  finished.  The  writer  is 
Second  Editor  bf  the  BRAZILIAN 
BIBLE  PRESS  and  In  the  absence 
of  his  colleague.  Dr.  Watson,  Is  super¬ 
vising  the  revision  and  editing  of  this 
Bible.  It  is  exacting  work  but  ex¬ 
tremely  fascinating  and  one  In  which 
ydur  missionry  is  proud  to  have  a 
part,  for  The  entrance  of  Thy  Word 
glveth  light.”  I  am  sure  you  also  are 
proud  to  have  a  piart  in  it  through 
your  prayers  and  offerings.
